# I shall never forget the first time 1
saw Gen. Garfield. -1t was the meorn-
ing after President Linooln’s sssassina-
tion. The country was excited to its
utmost tension, snd New York ity
seemed ready for the scemes of the
French revolution. The intelligence of
Lincoln’s murder had been flashed by
the wires over the whole lund The
uewspaper beadlines of the trausaetion
were set up iu the largest type, and the
bigh crime was on every cne's tongue.
Fear took ion of men’s minds as
to the fate of the Government, for in a
few hours news came on that Seward’s
throst was cut and that attempts bLad
been made upon the lives of others of
the Government officers.
